Monday deaths are homicides: EPS 


Not related, not 
random. Core still safe 
despite trio of deaths, 
police tell the public 


Two deaths near Jasper Avenue 
Monday have been deemed 


homicides, but police are em¬ 
phasizing they do not believe 
them to be random and that 
the downtown area is still safe. 

Shane Kyle Bird, an 18-year- 
old man, was discovered in Oli¬ 
ver at 1 a.m. Monday severely 
injured from stab wounds. He 
was transported to hospital, but 
later pronounced dead. Police 


believe Bird and another man 
were involved in an altercation 
that quickly escalated. 

“We’ve now identified a sus¬ 
pect. We are currently trying to 
locate that suspect,” said Homi¬ 
cide Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, who 
declined to provide any further 
details during a media availabil¬ 
ity Tuesday. 


Monday’s second homicide 
victim and the city’s 11th of 
the year was 68-year-old Jose 
Rodriguez, who was found in 
his apartment at 8328 Jasper 
Avenue shortly after 10:30 a.m. 
Police said that Rodriguez also 
died as a result of stab wounds. 

These deaths come off the 
heels of another homicide just 


last Thursday. Curtis Raymond 
Dugray, 51, was found deceased 
in a park, also in the Oliver area. 
“There’s no link between these 
deaths,” said Clark. “These are 
individuals that are involved in 
high-risk lifestyles, and some¬ 
times that leads to violent inci¬ 
dents that often end in death.”

Seasonal 
temperatures, 
precipitation 
expected this 
summer 


After a long winter and 
slow spring, summer is 
upon Edmonton. 

And the season will 
be “near seasonal or even 
slightly above seasonal” 
for both temperature and 
precipitation, according to 
Weather Network meteor¬ 
ologist Elena Lappo. 

“The seasonal temper¬ 
ature average in June, July 
and August would be 21.5 
C for the maximum and 
8.5 C for the minimum for 
the City of Edmonton,” 
Lappo said Tuesday. “And 
in terms of precipitation 
... about 250 millimetres 
of rain is the average.” 

Last summer, Edmon¬ 
ton recorded 222 mm of 
rain, said Lappo. metro 



Businesses excited 
for electronic parking 
meters downtown 


Pilot project. Calgary 
program to be used 
on Edmonton streets 


Businesses in downtown Ed¬ 
monton can’t wait for new elec¬ 
tronic parking meters that have 
hit city streets for an upcoming 
pilot project. 

The Park Plus meters are im¬ 
ports from Calgaiy, where they 
have been in use since 2007. 

The meters in Calgaiy al¬ 
low people to pay by debit and 
credit cards instead of change, 


and after people set up an ac¬ 
count they can also use their 
cellphones to add time or get 
warnings if their time is about 
to expire. 

Jim Taylor with the Down¬ 
town Business Association said 
he has high hopes the new 
technology will help address 
a long-standing problem in 
downtown Edmonton. 

“In the 18 years that I have 
been around the Downtown 
Business Association, parking 
has always, always been an 
issue,” he said. 

Taylor said electronic me¬ 
ters are something the city has 
long needed. 

“Any major city in Canada 
is certainly way ahead of us in

terms of technology.” 

He said in addition to free¬ 
ing people from concerns 


about having the right change, 
the meters could allow more 
cars to park in an area because 
it won’t be tied to a set number 
of meters. 

Jeff Van Den Biggelaar, 
owner of the DeDutch restau¬ 
rant on Jasper Avenue, said the 
change would be great for his 
business. 

“I think it would be awe¬ 
some,” he said, adding he 
would prefer if his customers 
could sit and enjoy their meal 
and not have to worry about 
filling a meter. 

The city has an official 
launch event planned for later 
this week and declined to com¬ 
ment on the meters or the pilot 
program until that time.

Province to open 24 new primary-care clinics 


Alberta says it will roll out 24 
new family care clinics start¬ 
ing this fall to help relieve 
pressure on overcrowded 
emergency wards. 

“This is a new way of do¬ 
ing things, and I think that’s 
pretty exciting,” Premier Ali¬ 
son Redford announced Tues¬ 
day at an inner-city health 
centre. “This is something 


that is entirely different than 
what we’re seeing anywhere 
else in the country.” 

Health Minister Fred 
Horne said the clinics will 
be one-stop locations for pre- 
cautionaiy care. Patients will 
be able to see a pharmacist, a 
dietitian, a nurse and a doctor 
all in one visit. 

Horne said one of three pi¬ 


lot family care clinics in Slave 
Lake, north of Edmonton, re¬ 
sulted in a 20 per cent drop in 
emergency-room visits. 

“It will guide our evolving 
system to be an even more 
effective front door to health 
care for Albertans,” said 
Horne, who was with Redford 
at the announcement. 

The province has set aside 


$50 million this year for the 
project, which was an elec¬ 
tion-campaign commitment 
made by Redford. The final 
goal is 140 clinics. 

Liberal Leader Raj Sher¬ 
man said the family-clinic 
model is effective, but not if 
Redford’s government takes 
resources from other areas of 
health care. 


“My concern is: are they 
cannibalizing the other end 
of the health system to pay 
for it?” Sherman asked. 

“We need a massive invest¬ 
ment in primary care, but not 
at the cost of severely under- 
funding home care, cutting 
palliative care in Calgary and 
closing transition units.”

Humans 
caused 14 grizzly 
deaths last year, say 
environmentalists 


An environmental group is rais¬ 
ing the alarm over the deaths of 
15 grizzly bears in Alberta last 
year, saying too much human 
access to the backcountry is 


bad news for bears: Eco-group 


further threatening the already 
threatened iconic species. 

Sean Nichols, a conserva¬ 
tion specialist with the Alberta 
Wilderness Association, said all 
but one of the deaths can be at¬ 
tributed to human interaction 
— bears struck by vehicles on 
highways, shot in self-defence 
or killed illegally Although 15 
doesn’t sound like a huge num¬ 
ber, Nichols said the deaths 
have been adding up. The cur¬ 


rent grizzly population is esti¬ 
mated at about 700. 

“This is far, far too many,” 
Nichols said. “When you look 
at the last 10 years it’s 195, 
and when you take almost 200 
out of that 700, you’re looking 
at more than a quarter of the 
bears in the province.” 

The Alberta government 
suspended the grizzly hunt in 
2006 over fears of dwindling 
numbers and declared grizzlies 


a threatened species in 2010. 

Nikki Booth, an official 
with Alberta Environment 
and Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment, said the deaths are 
regrettable but should be put 
into perspective. “The human- 
caused grizzly bear mortalities 
in 2012 were actually the low¬ 
est we’ve seen since 2007, and 
overall the mortality rates ap¬ 
pear to be stable.”

Interceptor. Ford recall 
affects 25 EPS cars 



A recall affecting almost 
500,000 Ford vehicles will also 
mean a trip to the shop for 25 
Edmonton Police Service rides. 

The recall, issued Monday, 
affects the 2013 Ford Flex, Fu¬ 
sion, Taurus and Explorer mod¬ 
els. The vehicles have a prob¬ 
lem that can cause fuel leaks 
and potential fires, though no 
fires have been reported. 

Modified versions of the 
Taurus and Explorer are sold 
to police agencies as the Ford 
Interceptor, which Edmonton 
police are currently testing as 
a possible replacement car. 

“We have about 25 of those 
vehicles in the fleet and we are 
going to be dealing with that 


in the way that recalls are dealt 
with,” police spokesperson 
Leila Daoud said Tuesday. 

Daoud said that would 
mean taking the vehicles off 
the road in batches to be re¬ 
paired at the dealership. 

In the meantime, the force 
has a team of mechanics, and 
the problem that prompted 
the recall hasn’t cropped up so 
far, said Daoud. 

She added that the vehicles 
won’t be pulled from service in 
the interim and it won’t affect 
patrols. 

“We will need to take time 
out to bring these vehicles into 
the dealership, but it won’t af¬ 
fect policing.” RYANTUMILTY/METRO

Roberta Cowell 

Race car driver, former Second World War| 
pilot and father of two, Roberta Cowell, 
now 95, was bom Robert Marshall Cowell. I 

Growing up with signs of hermaphrod-f 
ism, Robert had feminine quahties such 
as wide hips, narrow shoulders and 
undeveloped but apparent breasts. “I had 
always known that my body had certain feminine character¬ 
istics,” she wrote in an autobiography titled Roberta Cowell’s 
Stoiy (British Book Centre, Inc.) published in 1954. 

Robert gained notoriety as the first known British trans¬ 
sexual woman to have sex reassignment surgeiy. Roberta was 
Robert until the age of 33 and then the transformation began. 

We might be lucky to think that present-day society is 
accepting of all sexual identities. This hasn’t always been so: 
“People are apt to hate as well as fear the unfamiliar,” Cowell 
writes, photo: handout 



Game changer 


Justin Fashanu 

The world’s first professional soccer player to publicly come 
out as gay, Justin Fashanu’s stoiy turned tragic in 1998 when 
he committed suicide. 

“You have to understand that footballers are veiy narrow¬ 
minded people,” the former Norwich City forward said in 
one interview. “It’s the nature of the business. When you put 
yourself in the firing line, you are open to attack. I know I’m 
there to be shot down in flames.” 

At the time of his death in May 1998, he was charged 

with sexual assault and the accuser was a 17-year- 
old boy from Maiyland, U.S. In a suicide note, 
Fashanu said the sexual relations were consen¬ 
sual, and believed he wouldn’t get a fair trial 
because of his homosexuality. Fashanu was 
x found hanged in a garage in London, 
England. He was 37 years old.

Tackling the tough issues 


Kwame Harris 

Jamaican-bom former NFL player Kwame Harris, 31, was publicly outed 
in Januaiy following a highly publicized fight and legal battle with his 
ex-boyfriend Dimitri Geier. The former offensive lineman played for 
the San Francisco 49ers and the Oakland Raiders for six seasons. Harris 
described his conflict over whether or not to come out while he was in 
the league as “turmoil” and “despair” and regretted his decision to keep 
his sexuality private during his time in the NFL. “I didn’t see those two 
things as being compatible, but now when I look back in 
hindsight, I could have done it differently,” Harris said 
in a CNN interview. 

After publicly stating his sexual orientation, Harris 
received an outpouring of support from family mem¬ 
bers and former teammates. Had he done so while on 
the professional league, he would have been the first 
and only NFL player to come out as

More than 45 years after Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau declared the 
state had no business in the 
bedrooms of the nation, 21 
years after Canada allowed gays 
and lesbians to serve openly in 
our militaiy, and more than 
a decade since same-sex mar¬ 
riage has been legal across the 
country, Canadians may think 
we’d finally be able to stamp 
“paid” to the gay/lesbian/queer 
rights debate. 

Sadly, we have yet to smash 
a significant barrier — the right 
for Canada’s LGBT commun¬ 
ity to play community-league 
sports without the fear of literal 
and metaphorical locker room 
lockouts. 

Dave Doucette, 41, played 
hockey until he was 16. He 
vividly remembers hearing 
gay slurs, disparaging remarks 
about women and talk that 
made him feel like an outcast. 
‘“F—ing faggots’ and similar 
comments came out in the 




dressing room and you’re like, 
‘Oh God. I think I’m one of 
those.’” 

Add the usual team pack 
mentality, where aggression 
and adrenaline are considered 
performance enhancing 
“drugs” and it’s easy to see how 
homophobia can run rampant. 

Eric Demarbre, 34, admits 
he was one of the bullies, pick¬ 
ing on others when he played 


high school hockey. Even 
though he knew he was gay, 
he “didn’t show it,” alluding to 
stereotypical gay male behav¬ 
iours. While Demarbre victim¬ 
ized others, he too suffered. “I 
never felt any feeling worse in 
my life than that. Like go-home- 
and-cry bad,” he explained. 
“You’re pretending to be one 
of them, and you’re debasing 
yourself in that process just so 
you can fit in.” 

The women in our group 
tell me the experience is differ¬ 
ent in women’s sports. Their 
sexuality didn’t keep them 
from playing the sports they 
love. 

But they didn’t get off scot- 
free either. “My team and I 
went to Montreal for a tourna¬ 
ment and we stayed overnight,” 
remembers Ana Oliveira, a 
34-year-old soccer player from 
Brampton, Ont. “A couple of 
the girls said they didn’t want

inducted into the international Hockey Hall of Fame, a seven¬ 
time gold medal winner, a top performer for Team Canada and

James was inducted into Canada’s Sports Hall of 
Fame in 2009, an occasion where she publicly 
acknowledged the roles of her partner, Ange, 
in her life and their three children. In an 
interview with Xtra!, James explained the 
significance of the event. “Until then, no 
openly gay athlete had ever been inducted 
into one of the major North American sports 
halls of fame. In fact, no current or 
former NHL player has ever come out.”

Kickstarting some compassion 


Alan Gendreau 

Could he be the NFL’s first openly gay 
player? He’ll have to get drafted first, but 
Alan Gendreau, 23, is the first publicly gay 
athlete to enter the NFL draft. 

Out since he was 16, Gendreau had 
supportive teammates both during his 
high school football years in Apopka, Fla., and in his college 
football years at Middle Tennessee State. But not eveiyone was 
accepting of his sexual orientation. Gendreau was asked to 
leave when he brought a boyfriend to a church event, “ft was 
like my family telling me I wasn’t allowed to come home,” the 
devout Christian said in an interview with Outsports, a website 
that serves the community of gay athletes in sports. “I’m a 
kicker that happens to be gay,” Gendreau said in an interview 
with the New York Times. “It’s a part of who I am, and not 
eveiything I am. I just want to be known as a normal kicker.”

Orlando Cruz 

Ranked #4 featherweight by the World Boxing Organization, 
Orlando Cruz, 31, became the first active professional boxer 
to publicly come out on Oct. 4, 2012, declaring in a statement, 
“I have always been and always will be a proud gay man.” 

In an interview with The Associated Press, the former 
Olympic athlete for team Puerto Rico said, “I developed 
physically and mentally to take such a big step in my 
life and in my profession ... knowing that it would 
have pros and cons, highs and lows, in this sport .1 
that is so macho. I kept this hidden for many, 
many years.” 

Supported by family, his trainer and his 
manager, Cruz is a role model for kids and his 
message is one of empowerment: Who you are 
and who you love should not impede your life’s 
achievements.

to stay with me in the room 
because they didn’t want me 
to touch them inappropriately. 
I said, ‘Don’t flatter yourseft. 
You’re not my type.’” 

Oliveira, who was sup¬ 
ported by friends, family, 
coaches and teachers since she 
came out as a lesbian at the age 
of 17, said the experience was 
unexpected. “I was surprised at 
the comment, but I didn’t let it 
get to me,” she said. “They’re 
ignorant and it was my job to 
just stop it there.” On the field, 
the incident was forgotten. “We 
played. We were focused. We 
just wanted to play,” Oliveira 
said. 

Receiving an unwanted 
sexual advance in the locker 
room is perhaps the greatest 
unspoken fear in mixed (gay 
and heterosexual) teams. “I’m 
pretty sure it’s the only thing 
that anyone’s really worried 
about," Demarbre said. 

But straight guys should 
stop woriying, says Doucette. 
“I play on an all-gay hockey 
team,” he says. “We’re in the 
showers with a bunch of gay 
guys and nothing’s happening 
so...” 

Only one of our group came 
out while playing on a mixed 
(queer and straight) sports 
team. What would it have 
taken for the others to do so? 
“A miracle!” says Doucette. “Be¬ 
cause of eveiything that’s being 
said in that room, there was 
no way I was going to ostracize 
myself.” 

Change is happening, 
though. There is support for the 
LGBT community with organ¬ 
izations like Outsport Toronto 
and programs like the You Can 
Play Project, encouraging LGBT 



athletes to keep competing. 
And if teachers, coaches, family 
and friends of the LGBT com¬ 
munity work together, maybe 
there will come a time when 
an NBA player’s public declara¬ 
tion of homosexuality won’t be 
a big deal. 

But according to this group, 
that time is not now. 

“I’d like to believe that no 
one’s going to care if eveiy gay 
athlete came out, but that’s

not necessarily the case,” says 
J.D. Muir, 29, who’s played on 
men’s hockey, rugby and foot¬ 
ball teams. Muir talks about 
how we define sports as a 
culture. “They’re aggressive. 
They’re war games,” he ex¬ 
plains. And the language used 
in sports, he says, includes 
homophobic slurs and pressure 
to be strong, powerful and non¬ 
submissive. 

Strong role models can help. 
“You hear about kids being bul¬ 
lied and beat up and ostracized, 
so to have someone to look up 
to is really important,” says 
Lela Kouyoumdjian, 38, who 
plays for the Toronto Soccer As¬ 
sociation and Pink Turf soccer 
league. 

Today, Jason Collins is the 
only major league athlete to 
come out while still in the 
game. “I think there’s a lot 
of paving still to be done,” 
Kouyoumdjian says. “When 
someone like Collins comes 
out, it’s very courageous; it’s 
veiy brave. And we need more 
people to do that.” 

We can all make a differ¬ 
ence, however, and we can start 
by choosing our words with 
care. “It’s words like lame and 
retarded and gay,” says Doucet¬ 
te. We can work on “eradicating 
these words that people fluff off 
and don’t consider as damaging 
— except by the people they’re 
being thrown at.”

Do you think sponsorship 
and endorsement oppor¬ 
tunities would increase or 
decrease after coming out? 

Unfortunately, I think they’d 
decrease. But I strongly hope 
and wish that at some point, 
it doesn’t matter ... you get 
sponsorships for the person 
and the athlete that you are, 
regardless of your sexual 
orientation. 

What was behind your deci¬ 
sion to come out publicly? 

To help people suffer less and 
give them strength. 

When I was at Harvard 
University someone commit¬ 
ted suicide, another person 
tried to, and I later heard 


that they were homosexuals. 
Something like that rings a 
bell in your head. If I can help 
people come out and be who 
they want to be — and be who 
they are — if I can save one or 
two lives, that goes a long way. 

Have you ever experienced 
homophobia? 

No, never. I’ve been really 
lucky. I don’t think I allow 
people to be homophobes 
around me either, so... 

How do you do that? 

Stand up for yourself. Be 
proud of who you are. And 
know that you’re not alone. 

Did you have any lesbian 
role models in sports? 

Not in sports, but in my family. 
Two uncles and one aunt are 
gay. Even in that generation, 
they always brought their sig¬ 
nificant others with them to 
Christmas parties. Ever since 
I was born they had the same 
partners and still do today ... 
my aunt is almost 70. They’re 
not athletes, but they’re amaz¬ 
ing role models for me and for 
my family. My grandpa and 
grandma were really ahead of 
their time. I give them a lot of 
credit, ft had a really positive 
impact on me too. I never in 
my life felt bad for being gay.

Possession arrests 
higher for blacks 
despite equal use 

Black people are arrested 
for possessing marijuana 
at a higher rate than white 
people, even though mari¬ 
juana use by both races is 
about the same, the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union 
reports in a new study. 


The analysis of federal 
crime data, released Tues¬ 
day, found marijuana arrest 
rates for blacks were 3.73 
times greater than those for 
whites nationally in 2010. 

In some counties, the arrest 
rate was 10 to 30 times 
greater. 

The report comes as 
Colorado and Washington 
just legalized adult posses¬ 
sion of small amounts of 
marijuana.

A sophisticated underground 
marijuana grow-op disguised as 
a Langley hobby farm — com¬ 
plete with three sheep, a pig 
and guarded by about a dozen 
pit bulls and Chihuahuas — 
was busted by police over the 
weekend. 

RCMP needed a crane to 
excavate five steel shipping 
containers connected with 
a continuous underground 
pathway at the property in the 
27000 block of 56th Avenue, ac¬ 
cording to a news release from 
B.C.’s Combined Forces Special 
Enforcement Unit. 

Three men and one woman 
were arrested when investiga¬ 
tors found 430 plants at the site, 
though they were later released 
pending further investigation. 
The dogs are being cared for by 
one of their family members. 

Officers were “shocked” 
that the operators cut into a

Police believe the grow-op, 
described as a “complex oper¬ 
ation that required a great deal 
of planning and equipment,” 
including cranes and flatbed 
trucks, was running for at least 
a couple of years. 

This is the second under¬ 
ground grow-op the CFSEU-BC 
has dismantled in the past two 
months. While police don’t 
believe the Langley operation 
is connected to the Mission, 
B.C., operations disguised as 
horse paddocks they busted 
last month, they think both are 
linked to the Hells Angels. 


People who allegedly traf¬ 
ficked industrial quantities 
of illegal erectile-dysfunction 
pills into Canada are facing 
the prospect of jail time. 

Two men are accused of 
bringing in hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of contraband pills 
made in China and selling 
them across Canada. 

The Canada Border Ser¬ 
vices Agency says the illegal 
products were intended for 
sale on the Internet and in sex 
shops in different provinces. 

Dozens of charges are be¬ 
ing laid against Alain Elmaleh 
and Alain Richer, and against 
12 businesses Elmaleh owns 
in five provinces: British Col¬ 
umbia, Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 

The border-services agency

Eveiy year, Hong Kong resi¬ 
dents gather in droves for the 
annual vigil to commemorate 
the Tiananmen democracy 
protests. More than marking 
the brutal crackdown in Bei¬ 
jing 24 years ago, the event in¬ 
creasingly symbolizes disaffec¬ 
tion with rule by China. 

Tens of thousands of people 
gathered Tuesday evening at a 
large park in the former Brit¬ 
ish colony. They turned the 
park into a sea of flickering 
light as they held candles to 
remember those killed when 
their protests in central Bei¬ 
jing were crushed by the Chi¬ 
nese military on June 4, 1989.

Britain’s House of 
Lords backs same- 
sex marriage bill 

Britain’s House of Lords has 
voted by a majority to defeat 
a motion that blocks a same- 
sex marriage bill, moving 
the initiative a step closer to 
becoming law. 

The upper house of Parlia¬ 
ment on Tuesday voted 390 
to 148 to back the bill, which 


will enable gay couples to 
get married in both civil and 
religious ceremonies in Eng¬ 
land and Wales if approved. 

Religious organizations 
will be able to “opt in” if 
they consent to offer gay 
weddings. The law would 
allow couples in a civil 
partnership to convert their 
relationship to a marriage. 

The bill will have to go 
through further readings in 
Parliament and be approved 
by Queen Elizabeth II.

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Turkey softens 
tone over protests

Turkey’s deputy prime min¬ 
ister offered an apology Tues¬ 
day for the government’s 
violent crackdown on an 
environmental protest, a cal¬ 
culated bid to ease days of 
anti-government rallies in the 
country’s major cities. 

The message was a bit 
mixed, however, as hundreds 
of riot police deployed with 
water cannons around the 
prime minister’s office in the 
capital of Ankara. 

Bulent Arinc, who is stand¬ 
ing in for the prime minister 
while he is out of the coun- 
tiy, said the crackdown was 
“wrong and unjust.” 

Yet the impact of his state¬ 
ment was unclear. Prime Min¬ 
ister Recep Tayyip Erdogan, 


who is visiting Morocco, Al¬ 
geria and Tunisia, has under¬ 
mined previous statements 
by his ministers and has dis¬ 
missed the protesters as a 
fringe minority stirred up by 
the opposition. 

Tens of thousands of 
mostly secular-minded Turks 
have joined anti-government 


rallies since Friday, when po¬ 
lice launched a pre-dawn raid 
against a peaceful sit-in pro¬ 
testing plans to uproot trees 
in Istanbul’s main Talcsim 
Square. Since then, the dem¬ 
onstrations have spiraled into 
Turkey’s biggest anti-govern¬ 
ment disturbances in years.

Pawsitive move. Furry 
refugees from Lebanon 
to call Canada home 


A local non-profit is helping 
dogs from an overcrowded 
shelter in Beirut find welcom¬ 
ing families in Windsor. 

For the Love of Paws, in 
partnership with Hopeful 
Hearts Dog Rescue in Ottawa 
and Beirut for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals (BETA), 
is set to receive eight dogs 
from the Lebanese capital. “In 
our organization, we always 
felt that if there was a need 
somewhere, we would lend a 
hand,” said John Dunn, a For 
the Love of Paws volunteer. 

According to Dunn, the “un¬ 
stable situation” in Lebanon 
takes its toll on animals as 
well as humans. Pets are aban¬ 
doned as families move or are 
displaced, and many animals 
in BETA shelters have been 
victims of abuse. 

“This is officially the worst 
period the animals have wit¬ 
nessed in the histoiy of this 
organization,” reads a Decem¬ 
ber post on BETA’S website. 
“As sad as it is, we see animals 
shot, burnt, dragged by cars 
and abused on daily basis ... 
but we have never seen so 
many animals being aban¬ 
doned in so little time.” 

The influx of abandoned 
animals has taxed BETA’S shel-

ters, Dunn said. 

“They’re in a shelter that at 
any given time has 350 dogs. 
They deserve a chance to have 
a family and not just a few 
people who feed and take care 
of them,” he said. 

The dogs will be flown 
from Lebanon to Montreal on 
June 15, before being taken 
to Ottawa and picked up by 
volunteers the following day. 
Four of the eight dogs will be 
taken to Windsor, and after a 
brief stay in foster homes, they 
will be put up for adoption.

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Canadians slow pace 
of debt accumulation

New data on consumer credit 
suggests Canadians are be¬ 
coming more cautious about 
making purchases that in¬ 
volve taking on debt. 

The analysis by TransUnion 
Market Trends shows average 
consumer debt in Canada, ex¬ 
cluding mortgages, fell by two 
per cent to $26,935 in the first 
three months of 2013 from 
the fourth quarter in 2012. 

While total debt is still 3.5 
per cent higher from a year 
ago, it was the first quarterly 
drop since the third quarter of 
2011 and the largest since the 
firm began collecting the data 
in 2004.

the fall-off was significant, it 
is still too early to declare a 
trend.

China’s booming agricultural 
industry is literally proving to 
be rich fodder for farmers in 
Vanderhoof, B.C. 

Entrepreneur Judd Wu 
moved from China last spring 
to launch Top Hay Agri Indus¬ 
tries, specializing in compress¬ 
ing hay bales to a fraction of 
their original size, for shipment 
to China’s voracious agricultur¬ 
al markets. 

Wu chose Vanderhoof, 
which is in central B.C., because 
it has the acreage and climate to 
produce lots of hay, as well as 
convenient transportation links 
to port in Prince Rupert. 

His first shipment was 
trucked out last week and Wu 
hopes to eventually increase 
daily production to 150 metric 
tonnes, feeding China’s esti¬ 
mated annual demand of 100 
milhon tonnes. 


Nechalco-Lalces MLA John 
Rustad says Vanderhoof has the 
potential to grow much more 
hay than the region can con¬ 
sume. 

He says shipping the excess 
overseas prevents low prices

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Barenaked Ladies 
rediscover their 
goofy side with 
Grinning Streak 



Music. Band's previous 
album came amid a 
stormy time 


The Barenaked Ladies’ last al¬ 
bum, 2010’s All in Good Time, 
followed a dark period for the 
band and it showed: the usu¬ 
ally light-hearted popsters 
swapped congenial hijinlcs 
for sombre self-reflection, 
which even extended to the 
album’s starkly monochro¬ 
matic cover. 

Everything about their 
new album, Grinning Streak, 
indicates that the group has 
re-embraced the goofy, free¬ 
wheeling side it temporarily 
left behind following the de¬ 
parture of founding member 
Steven Page, even while re¬ 
taining some of the maturity 
of their previous album. 

“You could not ignore the 
events that happened (before 
All in Good Time),” drummer 
Tyler Stewart said in a recent 
interview at a Toronto diner, 
seated next to frontman Ed 
Robertson. 

“It was our first time as a 
four piece. You couldn’t ig¬ 
nore the fact that we needed 


to redefine ourselves. There’s 
still some fun stuff on All in 
Good Time, but there’s also 
some emotional stuff — deal¬ 
ing with a breakup essen¬ 
tially. 

“So I’d say that the hope¬ 
fulness is definitely back on 
this album.” 

Indeed, the new record 
— it hit stores Tuesday — 
features a number of breezy, 
feel-good tunes with a quirky 
streak. Odds Are finds Robert¬ 
son gearing up almost to One 
Week speed for a cheerfully 
melodic tune about the gen¬ 
eral unlikelihood of various 
disasters, Smile is a sunny 
blast of acoustic guitar-driven 
nostalgia while Did I Say That 
Out Loud? is a snappy stomp- 
er with sweet lovelorn lyrics. 

In fact, many of these 
tunes feature an upbeat per¬ 
spective on love — one that’s 
surprisingly up-front for the 
typically sly Robertson, who 
often wraps such sentiment 
in metaphor or irony. Robert¬ 
son nods in acknowledgment 
when asked whether this 
record marks a more direct 
lyrical approach. 

“I wasn’t afraid to put 
my heart fairly firmly on 
my sleeve on this record,” 


he said. “I think I’ve kind of 
made career out of being a lit¬ 
tle bit cagey and using a lot of 
metaphors and slcullduggeiy. 

“But I wanted to write 
some really sincere, direct 
songs on this record, and 
enjoyed doing that. It was an 
emotional process and a real¬ 
ly rewarding one.... I wasn’t 
afraid to write some things 
that were a little closer to 
home.” 

It seems, then, that Grin¬ 
ning Streak is perhaps a bet¬ 
ter indicator of the new-loolc 
Ladies than their previous re¬ 
cord, which was issued right 
in the midst of several storms. 

First, there was the depar¬ 
ture of Page — said to be mu¬ 
tual — after the bespectacled 
singer with the impressive 
vocal range was involved in a 
high-profile cocaine bust (the 
charges were later dropped). 
Meanwhile, Robertson en¬ 
dured the death of his mother 
and was involved in a small 
plane crash outside Bancroft, 
Ont. 

Grinning Streak still 
probes some of those wounds 
but from a different, more 
hopeful perspective than was 
possible three years ago.

Possibly the 
world’s greatest shortcut — 
it takes ships an average of 
eight to 10 hours to transit 
the Canal versus nearly a 
month to go around South 
America — the Canal is also 
a must-see tourist attrac¬ 
tion. 

Its on-site museum has 
images and tools starting 
with the original French 
attempt at building the 
Canal, which was followed 
by the successful American 
completion of the crossing 
in 1914. Tens of thousands 
died during construction 
due to illnesses carried by 
mosquitoes and engineers 
were forced to innovate to 
dig through the continental 
divide. 

Today, the Canal is one 
of the Seven Wonders of the 
Modem World and employs 
about 9,500 people, bring¬ 
ing in $1.5 billion to the 
Panamanian economy. 

Although managed by 
the United States until 
1999, the Canal is now 
nationally managed with 
an expansion on the way 
to handle larger ships. It’s 
expected to be completed 
next year when the Canal 
turns 100. At the Miraflores 
lock, there’s a buffet restau¬ 
rant and viewing platform 
that allow tourists to see 
the ships enter the locks 
and watch them go through 
the various stages linking 
the ocean to Gatun Lake.

If the lure of the open road is 
calling you, just pick a stretch 
of highway somewhere 
between Trinity and Tofino. 
From coast to coast, Canada 
has limitless options when 
it comes to the makings of a 
great summer road trip. 

Nova Scotia’s Cabot Trail 
has always been a personal 
favourite. It offers stunning 
sceneiy, wildlife viewing 
(whales and moose) and the 
opportunity to touch the 
distinct Acadian and Scot¬ 
tish cultures that colour the 
histoiy of the province. It is 
an ongoing debate whether 
to do the drive clockwise or 
counter-clockwise — I prefer 
clockwise. It builds your 
anticipation of the sites along 
the route in a more logical 
fashion. 

Route 132 in Quebec’s 
Gaspe region offers a scenic 
shore-hugging drive through 



silver-steepled villages sur¬ 
rounded by mountains and 
serenaded by the sea. The 
route forms a loop of about 
900 kilometres. As the seaway 
widens into the guff, tiy some 
feny-hopping to explore both 
coasts of the St. Lawrence 
River. 

The Trans Labrador High¬ 
way is a relatively new 1,054 
kilometre frontier highway 
that allows you to explore the 
wilderness, culture and ad¬ 
venturous nature of Labrador. 
Make sure to visit the 16th 
centuiy Basque whaling sta¬ 
tion turned National Historic 


Site in Red Bay. This section 
of the highway also offers 
numerous whale and iceberg 
viewing spots and the chance 
to visit the tallest lighthouse 
in Atlantic Canada. 

For those who want to hit 
the pavement but don’t want 
to do the actual driving go 
sidecar with Jasper Motorcycle 
Tours. They offer numerous 
touring packages of Alberta’s 
stunning Icefields Parkway. 
You get up close and personal 
with not only the asphalt, but 
the sceneiy and the wildlife. 
On my tour we saw a brown 
bear, big homed sheep and 
more elk than I could count.

Ever since there were pirates 
or wide-eyed children search¬ 
ing for eggs on Easter morning, 
treasure hunting has been a 
draw for the adventurous.

From time to time, we are all 
faced with the challenge of 
delivering an effective pres¬ 
entation or communicating 
with others effectively to get 
our message across at work. 

To deliver an effective 
presentation, it is important 
to first understand the com¬ 
munication model and the 
three components of com¬ 
munication.

Know your audience

For example, if 
your audience is a panel of 
recruiters at a sales company 
(yes, an interview is probably 
one of your most important 
presentations!), you will 
need to dress professionally 
and present your work ex¬ 
periences and skills in a pro¬ 
fessional manner.

Odell Willis is the happiest 
man on the Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos who can’t control his 
rage. 

He’s the ever-smiling great 
teammate who has become a 
CFL vagabond due in part to 
self-centred behaviour. 

In other words, the newest 
Eskimos rush end is a walk¬ 
ing enigma — with 200 pairs 
of size-13 sneakers. 

“Show me the 
mawnnnnaaaay!!!” Willis — 
in his six-foot-two, 255-pound 
frame — shouts as he walks 
amongst his teammates in 
the Eskimo fieldhouse, a 
mile-wide grin on his face, 
mimicking wide receiver Rod 
Tidwell in the movie Jerry 
Maguire. 

Eskimos camp is the 
fourth stop in five years for 
the 28-year-old import. 

“Sports is one of the things 
you can get a clean slate at in 
life,” said Willis. “So we’re 
just ready to start clean, start 
fresh, new team, new look.

He was born in 1984 in 
Meridian, Miss., two decades 
after the area became the na¬ 
tionally infamous dark heart 
of racial hatred for the mur¬ 
der of three civil rights work¬ 
ers.

Cabrera and the Jays were 
on the field in San Francisco 
when ESPN broke a stoiy 
claiming a “biogenics” doc¬ 
tor in Miami had struck a 
deal with baseball to “name 
names” of players to whom 
he provided banned substan¬ 
ces. 

The report says baseball 
will seek suspensions for up 
to 20 players — and that bans 
as long as 100 games will be 
sought for superstars Alex 
Rodriguez and Ryan Braun. 

Cabrera served a 50-game 
drug suspension last season 
while with San Francisco 
and has said he has been co¬ 
operating with baseball in its 
investigation into the use of 
banned substances by major 



league players. 

The ESPN report, citing 
unnamed sources, says base¬ 
ball’s investigation centres on 
the Miami Biogenesis clinic 
operated by Tony Bosch. 

“I know he (co-operated) 
and that was tied into the 
investigation,” Jays manager 
John Gibbons said. 

“I’d be surprised (by fur¬ 
ther suspensions for Cabrera) 
because he’s served one 
already.” 

Cabrera, through a Jays 
spokesman, said he had no 
comment in the wake of the 
ESPN report. 

Both Rodriguez and Braun 
have denied ties to Bosch, but 
Cabrera, when he reported 
to spring training, issued a 
statement saying he was co¬ 
operating with baseball in its 
investigation.

It’s lean times these days for 
Mitsubishi fans. With only a 
variety of Lancer and Outlander 
models plus the iMiEV electric 
car on showroom floors, prod¬ 
uct diversity is definitely lack¬ 
ing. Fortunately, some relief is 
at hand in the form of the 2014 
Mirage sub-compact. 

In the distant past, vari¬ 
ous Mirages were imported to 
North America wearing Mit¬ 
subishi, Dodge and Plymouth 
labels (Chrysler and Mitsubishi 
once worked closely together). 
That well dried up after the 
2002 model year, but it will be 
at least partially replenished 
this fall by a small four-door 


hatchback that the automakei 
promises will be one of the 
most fuel-efficient non-hybrids 
you can buy. The new five-pas¬ 
senger Mirage hatchback, cur¬ 
rently manufactured in Thai¬ 
land for Mitsubishi’s European 
and Asian markets, is due here 
this fall. 

A quick walk-around con¬ 
firms that the vehicle’s di¬ 
minutive appearance is no, 
uh, mirage. The little zippei 
is perched low to the ground 
on tiny 14-inch wheels that 
would seem right at home on 
a Smart ForTwo. The rounded 
and somewhat stubby front 
gives the car a cute-in-its-own- 
way appearance that belies its 
wind-cheating drag coefficient. 
Although the front doors and 
liftgate are generously sized, 
smallish rear doors and a slop¬ 
ing roofline hamper three-in-a- 
pinch rear-seat access.

You might think your 
vehicle’s paint is all about 
it looking good, but it’s just 
half the story. 

That paint job actually 
involves a multi-stage pro¬ 
cess that’s as much about 
protecting the metal from 
corrosion as it is about ap¬ 
pearance. 

The first step starts be¬ 
fore the car is even built. 
“The steel comes in as a coil 
with a zinc layer that’s ap¬ 
plied at the mill,” says Tim 
Weingartz, paint materials 
and strategy manager for 
Ford Motor Company. 

“The zinc is the first layer 
for corrosion protection.” 

The steel is made into 
a vehicle body, which is 
then dipped into two differ¬ 
ent tanks, each containing 
more than 60,000 litres of 
corrosion-resistant coating 
materials. 

The body is then baked at 
180 degrees Celsius to cure 
the coatings. These, plus 
that first zinc coating, pro¬ 
vide three initial layers of 
protection against rust. 

The first paint step is 
primer. It protects the top 
anti-corrosion layer from 
sunlight, which can make it

go chalky, and it provides a 
smooth base for the paint. 

Since it’s a relatively elas¬ 
tic coating, it also absorbs 
the energy when debris hits 
it, helping to prevent stone 
chips. 

“After that, we put on the 
layer that everyone thinks 
of as the paint,” Weingartz 
says. 

“It’s typically a base coat 
which contains the colour 
and pigment. Over top of 
that, we apply clear coat. 
It’s a superior barrier and it 
gives the car that depth of 
appearance that adds to the 
esthetics of the vehicle.” 

Some colour coats con¬ 
tain tiny flakes of aluminum 
or mica. Known as “metallic” 
paints, these give the finish 
an extra glimmer. All of the 
primer, paint, and clear coat 
layers together are about as 
thick as a human hair. 

Once the final clear coat 
layer is applied, the vehicle 
is baked again to cure the 
paint. 

“We used to bake the 



primer separately, and 
then the base coat and 
clear coat,” Weingartz says. 
“We now have one bake 
for all three layers, which 
lowers the C02 footprint by 
anywhere from 15 to 25 
per cent, and the energy 
saving is very signifi¬ 
cant. The lean process has 
elevated us environmentally, 
and it’s a cost savings, too.” 


Take note 


• Extra $. Some car colours are extra-charge because some pigments, notably red, are costlier 
to manufacture. Metal flake can also drive up the paint's price. 

• Energy sapping. Painting requires a lot of power, and can account for more than half of an 
auto plant's energy consumption.

Billionaire Musk says Supercharge me 


Autopilot. Versatile

Tesla is not waiting. You 
other electric car compan¬ 
ies and various government 
jurisdictions can just keep 
combing your hair and look¬ 
ing for your wallet and house 
keys.

That’s the gist of Tesla’s 
announcement last week 
about its intent to build a 
continent-wide network of 
charging stations, all by its 
lonesome. 

Supercharging 

The network will utilize the 
new Tesla “Supercharger,” 
currently in beta testing 
and scheduled to roll out 
to customers this sum¬ 
mer. The technology 
will allow the Tesla Model 
S to be charged at 120 lcW,

replenishing three hours 
of driving in about 20 to 
30 minutes — just enough 
time for a double-double 
and a bodily-function 
break.

In a statement, Tesla said 
the Supercharger network 
will enable Tesla owners 
“to travel long distances, 



for free, indefinitely.”

The Network 

Currently Tesla already has 
a network that services 
California and Nevada on 
the west coast, and the 
Washington, DC to Boston 
region on the east coast.
